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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 


THE  past  year  has  been  an  unusual  one  for  the  Hospital 
in  several  ways.  The  war  has  called  into  service  many 
members  of  the  staff,  and  not  a  few  of  the  nurses,  with  the  result 
that  those  remaining  have  had  to  work  harder  to  carry  it  on. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Hospital  has  given  its  facilities  freely 
for  the  special  instruction  of  army  surgeons,  of  whom  a  con- 
siderable number  have  been  sent  here  on  special  assignment. 

The  Hospital  has  suffered  greatly  during  the  year  from  the 
loss  of  those  to  whom  must  be  credited  much  of  the  success 
achieved  in  the  past;  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Francis  H.  Brown, 
formerly  Secretary  of  the  Corporation;  in  the  death  of  the 
President  of  the  Corporation,  Mr.  Francis  W.  Hunnewell;  and 
in  the  resignation  of  Sister  Caroline,  S.S.M.,  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital, 

The  following  votes  were  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers: 

"That  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Francis  H.  Brown,  the  Hospital 
has  lost  a  devoted  and  valued  member  of  its  Consulting  Staff, 
and  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

"Dr.  Brown  was  the  last  of  the  original  incorporators  of 
the  Hospital,  joining  its  Staff  in  1869. 

"He  was  the  faithful  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  the  Corporation  from  1869  to  May  nth,  1915." 

"To  accept  with  deepest  regret  the  resignation  of  Sister 
Caroline,  S.S.M.,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 
In  accepting  this  resignation,  the  Managers  desire  to  express 
their  unbounded  gratitude  to  her  and  those  Sisters  of  St.  Mar- 
garet who  almost  since  the  beginning  of  the  Hospital  have 
given  it  their  devoted  and  invaluable  aid.  It  is  to  the  members 
of  that  Sisterhood  to  whom  the  administration  of  the  Hospital 
has  been  intrusted  that  its  success  has  been  largely  due,  and  in 
recognition  of  their  services,  it  is  proposed  by  the  Managers 
to  place  a  suitable  tablet  on  the  walls  of  the  Hospital. " 
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*'It  is  our  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Francis  Welles 
Hunnewell,  a  member  of  this  Board  since  the  year  1896,  its 
vice-president  from  1897  to  1901,  and  president  from  1901  until 
his  death  in  September  of  the  present  year.  Rarely  has  a 
charitable  institution  had  a  more  devoted  and  generous  friend. 
His  gifts  to  the  Hospital  have  amounted  to  about  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  These  were  in  various  amounts, 
and  at  different  times  as  he  saw  that  money  was  needed,  and 
they  came  spontaneously  and  without  solicitation. 

He  was  eager  that  the  new  Hospital  should  be  complete 
in  his  lifetime,  and  his  large  contribution  to  the  building  fund 
made  this  possible.  In  recognition  of  his  gifts  one  of  the  wings 
was  named  the  Hunnewell  Building. 

In  addition  to  this  financial  assistance  he  was  always  ready 
to  give  to  the  members  of  the  Board  the  advantage  of  his  sound 
business  judgment  in  dealing  with  questions  arising  in  the 
course  of  the  Hospital  administration.  Truly  the  Hospital 
and  the  Board  of  Managers  have  lost  in  him  one  who  was  a 
friend  in  need." 

The  Children's  Hospital  is  at  this  moment  facing  the  serious 
question  of  maintenance,  on  account  of  the  prevailing  high 
prices.  It  is  impossible  to  materially  reduce  the  cost  without 
causing  a  resultant  loss  of  efficiency,  and  the  Managers  there- 
fore make  an  urgent  appeal  for  help.

IN  the  last  report  it  was  stated  that  there  was  but  Uttle  op- 
portunity for  further  growth  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated  in  the  Medical  Wards  until  the  department  had  a 
greater  number  of  beds  at  its  disposal.  Nevertheless,  with 
no  increase  in  the  number  of  beds,  nearly  fifteen  per  cent  more 
patients  were  treated  in  the  wards  by  the  Medical  Department 
last  year  than  in  1916.  In  order  to  do  this,  however,  and  to 
keeps  beds  available  for  acute  and  urgent  cases,  it  was  necessary 
to  discharge  many  of  the  children  suffering  from  subacute  and 
chronic  diseases  sooner  than  was  advisable.  The  conditions 
at  the  Convalescent  Home  are  unfortunately  at  present  such 
that  it  is  impossible  to  transfer  to  it  children  ill  with  chronic 
conditions  requiring  special  diet  and  care.  It  does  not,  there- 
fore, relieve  the  medical  wards  in  the  same  way  that  it  does 
the  surgical  and  orthopedic.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the 
future,  conditions  will  be  so  changed  there,  that  it  will  be  of 
the  same  value  to  the  medical  service  of  the  hospital  that  it 
is  to  the  others. 

Investigations  as  to  the  etiology  and  treatment  of  chorea 
and  the  chemistry  of  nephritis  have  been  carried  on  during 
the  year.  The  study  of  the  relation  of  protein  sensitization 
to  asthma,  eczema,  and  other  conditions  has  also  been  con- 
tinued. The  patients  in  the  medical  wards  are  now,  as  in 
the  past,  being  as  well  taken  care  of  and  as  carefully  studied 
as  is  possible  in  a  hospital  not  provided  with  a  resident  labora- 
tory staff  and  a  complete  modern  laboratory  and  scientific 
equipment.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  probable  that  the  pa- 
tients suffer  but  little  from  the  lack  of  these  facilities.  The 
hospital  is,  however,  on  this  account,  not  doing  what  it  might 
do  to  advance  the  knowledge  of  children  and  their  diseases 
and  to  train  students  and  physicians.  It  does  not  do  the  kind 
of  work  which  it  should  and  cannot  do  it  until  these  defects 
are  remedied. 

The  admirable  organization  of  the  out-patient  staff  has 
been   considerably  interfered   with  by  the  loss  of  men   as  the 
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result  of  the  war,  four  of  the  physicians  having  already  gone. 
Those  that  are  left  have  clone  more  than  double  duty,  however, 
and  the  clinic  has  not  suffered.  The  number  of  new  patients 
coming  to  the  Medical  Out-patient  Department  during  the 
year  diminished  a  little,  presumably  because  of  the  restriction 
of  immigration  due  to  the  war.  The  number  of  visits  made 
by  the  patients  increased,  however,  showing  that  they  were 
thoroughly  satisfied  with  their  treatment.  The  total  number 
of  new  patients  treated  was  3,921  and  the  number  of  visits  made 
by  the  patients  was  15,871.  One  day  in  September  there  were 
186  patients.  If  more  of  the  out-patient  physicians  leave  to 
enter  the  medical  service  of  the  army,  as  seems  probat)le,  it 
will  become  increasingly  difficult  to  give  the  out-patients  the 
treatment  which  they  deserve,  especially  as  it  is  probable  that 
the  number  of  patients  will  increase  because  of  the  poverty 
which  is  likely  to  be  caused  by  the  war.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
need  can  be  met,  when  it  arises,  by  calling  in  old  alumni  to 
help,  each  one  giving  as  much  time  as  he  can  spare.  The  out- 
patient physicians  have  been  much  helped  during  the  past 
year  by  a  corps  of  young  women  who  have  worked  voluntarily 
in  the  clinic.  Their  assistance  will  be  of  even  more  value,  in- 
deed, absolutely  necessary,  during  the  coming  year. 

Special  investigations  are  being  carried  on  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  in  relation  to  enuresis,  pyelitis  and  congenital 
syphilis.  The  class  for  little  girls  suffering  from  valvular  heart 
disease  has  been  continued,  and  a  new  one  is  to  be  started. 

The  close  connection  between  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  Children's  Hospital  and  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  of 
the  Harvard  Medical  School  has  continued,  all  but  two  or  three 
of  the  youngest  members  of  the  staff  being  members  of  the 
Pediatric  Department  of  the  Medical  School.  A  section  of 
the  fourth  class  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  spends  every 
morning  in  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  and  assists  the 
out-patient  physicians  in  the  care  of  the  patients.  This  same 
section  spends  one  afternoon  a  week  in  the  wards  under  one 
of  the  older  physicians.  A  section  of  the  third  class  spends 
two  mornings  a  week  in  the  wards  under  the  oversight  and 
instruction  of  one  of  the  physicians,  while  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  several  sections  of  the  second  class  come  to  the  hos- 
pital each  week  for  instruction. 

The  number  of  graduate  students  coming  to  the  Children's 
Hospital  to  study  Pediatrics  dropped  off  very  materially  soon 
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after  war  was  declared  and  it  is  not  likely  that  many  will  come 
until  the  war  is  over.  Thus  far  it  has  been  possible  to  secure 
satisfactory  house  officers,  in  spite  of  the  war.  As  the  demands 
for  physicians  for  the  army  increase,  it  is  going  to  become  more 
and  more  difficult  to  get  them  and  consequently  more  and  more 
difficult  to  take  proper  care  of  the  patients. 

The  association  of  the  clinical  staff  with  the  members  of 
the  visiting  staff  representing  the  laboratory  branches,  which 
is  closer  in  this  than  in  almost  any  other  hospital,  has  continued 
to  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  clinical  staff  and  to  the 
work  of  the  hospital.  This  association  has  been  even  closer 
in  the  past  year  than  previously  and  bids  fair  to  continue  to 
benefit  in  the  future,  as  it  has  in  the  past,  the  scientific  work 
of  the  hospital.

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THE  Surgical  Service  has  felt  the  effects  of  the  war  con- 
siderably. Half  of  its  members  are  on  active  duty  with 
the  United  States  Army.  The  service  misses  particularly  the 
wise  counsel  and  judgment  of  its  head,  Dr.  James  S.  Stone, 
who  left  in  September,  and  also  feels  keenly  the  absence  of 
Dr.  Charles  G.  Mixter  and  Dr.  Torr  W.  Harmer,  both  of  whom 
are  overseas. 

In  spite  of  the  depleted  staff,  however,  the  Surgical  Depart- 
ment has  treated  a  larger  number  of  both  ward  and  out-door 
patients  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  It 
is  gratifying  that  under  these  conditions  the  mortality  has  been 
the  lowest  for  any  year  since  moving  into  the  new  buildings. 

The  simplification  of  the  operation  of  transfusion,  with  an 
increase  in  the  knowledge  of  its  therapeutic  value,  has  led 
to  its  being  used  twice  as  frequently  this  year  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year,  and  has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  several  lives. 

Empyema  following  pneumonia,  a  disease  found  more  com- 
monly in  children  who  live  in  poor  hygienic  surroundings,  has 
always  had  a  very  high  mortality.  Study  of  the  histories  of 
the  fatal  cases  caused  us  a  year  ago  to  change  the  method 
of  operating  and  handling  these  cases.  A  marked  drop  in  the 
mortality  resulted,  and  if  this  lower  death  rate  continues,  we 
shall  consider  that  a  marked  advance  in  treating  this  disease 
has  been  attained.  Pyloric  stenosis,  a  condition  found  in  in- 
fants which  prevents  the  food  from  passing  out  of  the  stomach, 
continues  to  be  satisfactorily  treated  by  pylorotomy  which 
has  come  to  replace  the  more  complicated  operation  of  gastro- 
enterostomy formerly  practiced  for  the  relief  of  this  condition. 

Patients  with  hare-lip  and  cleft  palate  have  come  to  this 
hospital  during  the  year  from  not  only  all  the  New  England 
States,  but  also  from  other  states  and  Canada  as  well,  which 
shows  the  gratitude  felt  for  the  relief  of  this  disfiguring  mal- 
formation. Eighty-four  such  cases  were  treated  during  the 
year.  A  large  number  of  patients  with  glandular  enlargements, 
especially  in  the  neck,  come  to  the  hospital  for  the  relief  which 
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surgery  affords  them.  Proximity  to  the  Medical  School  and 
cooperation  with  the  laboratory  departments  are  stimulating 
to  the  study  of  these  as  well  as  of  the  other  rarer  diseases. 

The  teaching  of  fourth-year  students  and  of  graduate  stu- 
dents from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  continues  as  in  pre- 
vious years.  A  chart  showing  the  growth  of  the  surgical  depart- 
ment for  the  last  five  years  and  the  statistical  table  follow.

THE  work  of  the  Orthopedic  Department  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  for  the  last  year  has  been  to  a  certain 
extent  modified  from  that  of  previous  years  by  two  factors. 
First,  the  Children's  Hospital  has  played  an  important  part 
in  the  treatment  of  the  children  affected  with  infantile  paralysis 
in  the  summer  of  1916,  and  second,  of  late  the  Hospital  has  been 
one  of  the  centers  selected  for  the  intensive  training  of  military 
surgeons  in  orthopedic  surgery. 

The  clinic  of  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  has 
been  held  at  the  Children's  Hospital  since  November,  1916, 
and  is  now  in  its  second  year  of  usefulness.  The  work  of  this 
clinic  is  discussed  more  in  detail  in  another  part  of  the  report. 
It  has  resulted  in  bringing  to  this  hospital  a  large  number  of 
cases  of  infantile  paralysis,  and  the  proportion  of  such  cases 
occurring  in  ward  and  out-patient  work  has  been  very  materially 
increased.  Certain  contributions  to  our  knowledge  have  ac- 
crued from  this  intensive  study  of  the  cases,  and  one  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Department  has  been  to  make  the  accumulation 
of  knowledge  of  the  disease  one  of  the  features  of  the  clinic. 
The  treatment  of  the  cases  has  been  much  more  efficient  than 
in  former  years,  and  the  success  of  the  enterprise  as  a  whole  is 
gratifying  so  far  as  the  practical  results  to  the  patient  are  con- 
cerned. 

Courses  in  muscle  training  for  women  who  were  to  take 
charge  of  the  after-care  work  of  infantile  paralysis  have  been 
given  at  the  hospital,  and  graduates  of  this  course  are  now  em- 
ployed in  such  distant  states  as  Minnesota  and  Montana.  This 
has  been  one  factor  which  will  tend  to  extend  the  influence 
and  reputation  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  identification  of  the 
Hospital  with  the  work  on  infantile  paralysis  is  sure  in  the  end 
to  be  an  important  addition  to  its  usefulness.  On  account  of 
the  greatly  increased  burden  of  work  thrown  on  the  Hospital, 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  follow  out  the  courses  for  the  train- 
ing of  workers  in  infantile  paralysis.  This  is  very  much  to  be 
regretted  because  there  has  been  a  very  great  demand  for  them 
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by  a  large  number  of  applicants  from  all  over  the  country,  but 
for  the  last  few  months  the  pressure  which  has  existed  in  the 
Department  has  made  it  impossible  to  undertake  this. 

The  second  factor,  the  intensive  training  of  military  ortho- 
pedic surgeons,  was  taken  up  at  the  Hospital  the  first  of  Octo- 
ber, and  over  eighty  surgeons  have  already  been  detailed  for 
a  course  given  in  part  at  the  Hospital.  The  men  are  detailed 
to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  the  Harvard  Medical 
School,  and  the  Children's  Hospital,  spending  part  of  their 
day  in  each  institution,  and  daily  instruction  is  given  in  the 
amphitheater  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  interesting  that  it  has  been 
possible  to  teach  military  orthopedic  surgery  on  children,  but 
it  became  evident  after  starting  the  course,  which  at  first  lasted 
four,  then  six,  then  eight  weeks,  that  it  was  impossible  to  teach 
orthopedic  surgery  in  that  time,  and  all  that  could  be  hoped  for 
was  to  teach  the  principles  of  orthopedic  surgery.  It  was  in- 
tended from  the  beginning  to  have  the  course  fundamental  in 
character,  but  on  practical  experience  it  became  evident  that  it 
must  be  fundamental  to  the  last  degree.  Children  lend  them- 
selves very  well  to  this  form  of  teaching  and  it  has  proved  pos- 
sible to  teach  such  principles  very  satisfactorily  on  children, 
principles  which  the  men  learn  and  are  then  able  to  apply  on  a 
wider  scale.  The  fact  that  teaching  of  this  character  goes  on  at 
the  Hospital  practically  every  day  from  two  to  five  has  made 
quite  a  strain  on  the  resources  of  the  Hospital.  The  men  are 
detailed  to  this  work  by  the  Surgeon  General  in  Washington, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  course  they  are  assigned  to  duty  in  the 
camps  and  elsewhere  for  practical  experience  before  being 
sent  to  the  Front.  The  experiment  has  been  most  interesting 
and  helpful  in  broadening  the  usefulness  and  teaching  capacity 
of  the  Hospital.  This  has  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Hos- 
pital is  in  large  measure  a  teaching  hospital  of  the  Harvard 
Medical  School.  The  courses  given  to  the  third-  and  fourth- 
year  students  and  graduates  have  proved  satisfactory.  The 
teaching  to  the  graduates  has  fallen  off  very  much,  as  in  all 
institutions,  inasmuch  as  graduate  instruction  is  not  looked 
for  at  present  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  medical  men  and 
the  desire  for  intensive  special  training.  Military  teaching 
is,  of  course,  graduate  teaching,  and  on  a  very  much  larger  scale 
than  anything  that  the  Hospital  has  previously  undertaken. 

With  regard  to  the  routine  of  the  service,  both  in  the  out- 
patient department  and  in  the  wards,  it  has  been  thoroughly

satisfactory  and  the  usual  standard  has  been  maintained.  The 
year  has  been  less  productive  in  the  scientific  way  than  pre- 
viously, because  of  war  conditions.  One  member  of  the  staff, 
Dr.  F.  R.  Ober,  has  been  in  active  service  in  France  since  May, 
191 7.  The  Hospital  has  lost  the  services  of  Dr.  Augustus 
Thorndike,  who  retired  from  work  after  having  given  many 
years  of  devoted  service  to  the  Hospital,  In  the  last  year 
the  Hospital  has  also  lost  the  services  of  Miss  Sweeny,  who  was 
the  physical  director,  and  who  was  of  great  use  to  the  Hospital. 
She  resigned  to  take  up  work  of  a  different  character  in  another 
city  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Janet  B.  Merrill.  Otherwise 
the  Hospital  has  been  able  to  maintain  its  personnel  in  large 
measure,  although  the  intensive  training  of  the  military  sur- 
geons has  made  demands  which  have  meant  harder  work  for 
everyone  on  the  staff,  demands  which  have  been  cheerfully 
and  efficiently  complied  with.  The  resident  and  house  officers 
have  proved  particularly  efficient  and  faithful,  have  not  com- 
plained of  hardship  and  overwork,  and  a  word  of  commenda- 
tion should  be  said  for  the  nurses  who  have  taken  up  an  in- 
creased burden,  induced  by  the  war  teaching,  with  willingness 
and  have  been  of  great  use. 

What  the  future  holds  in  store  for  the  Hospital  in  all  its 
departments  cannot  be  told.  The  time  is  one  of  transition 
in  medicine,  the  military  aspect  is  becoming  very  evident,  and 
how  the  hospitals  are  to  be  utilized  in  the  present  war  is  still 
undetermined.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Children's  Hospital  will 
contribute  its  share  in  military  work,  and  the  fact  that  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  active  staff  of  the  Hospital  are 
now  in  military  service  shows  a  willingness  and  desire  to  share 
in  the  work  of  the  war. 
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Lateral  Curvature  Clinic 


THE  work  in  the  Scoliosis  Clinic,  as  in  the  past,  is  carried 
on  by  the  senior  class  of  the  Sargent  School  for  Physical 
Education  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director.  These  stu- 
dents are  now  having  a  preliminary  course  in  the  theory  of 
lateral  curvature  w^hich  renders  their  work  more  efficient.  It 
has  been  found  during  the  past  year  that  there  has  been  a  con- 
siderable decrease  in  the  number  of  new  structural  cases,  pos- 
sibly due  to  an  earlier  discovery  of  the  deformity  by  the  more 
thorough  physical  examination  in  the  schools.

Children's  Hospital  Clinic 
Report  for  the  Year  ending  November  21,  1917 

IN  October,  1916,  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission 
was  asked  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of 
Health  to  take  up  the  problem  of  the  after-care  of  children  left 
paralyzed  by  the  epidemic  of  1916.     This  it  agreed  to  do. 

The  Children's  Hospital  was  appointed  as  the  central  clinic, 
and  the  first  official  clinic  of  the  Commission  was  held  there 
November  21,  1916.  Every  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Satur- 
day morning  since  then  patients  from  greater  Boston  have 
been  examined  and  treated  in  this  clinic. 

As  only  one  third  of  the  1,472  survivors  of  the  1916  epidemic 
live  within  reach  of  this  central  clinic  and  the  cooperating 
orthopedic  clinic  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  send  the  clinic  staff  to  other  cities  and 
towns  in  the  state.  The  first  state  clinic  was  held  at  New- 
buryport,  December  20,  1916.  Since  then  there  have  been 
twenty-five  trips  to  cities  outside  of  greater  Boston.^ 

To  still  further  carry  the  hospital  treatment  to  the  homes,  the 
Commission  has  employed  six  women  trained  in  the  after-care 
of  infantile  paralysis  to  visit  the  homes  and  instruct  parents 
or  relatives  in  treatment  for  their  children.  These  women 
have  been  able  to  visit  the  home  of  each  paralyzed  child  in 
the  state  once  in  four  to  six  weeks.  The  Boston  Instructive 
District  Nursing  Association  has  trained  four  of  its  nurses 
for  the  same  work  in  Boston  itself,  and  is  loaning  them  to  the 
Commission  for  its  task  of  home  supervision.  Boards  of  Health 
and  many  nursing  organizations  in  the  state  are  aiding  the 
Commission  both  financially  and  with  nurses. 

^  Beverly,  Greenfield,  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  Lowell,  Lynn,  Maiden,  Melrose, 
Newburyport,  North  Adams,  Quincy,  Springfield,  Worcester. 
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This  combination  of  state  traveling  clinics  and  home  super- 
vision by  orthopedic  nurses  establishes  a  new  relation  between 
the  university,  the  hospital,  practicing  physicians,  and  local 
communities.  By  this  means  the  expert  care  of  a  modern  hos- 
pital clinic  is  made  accessible  to  all  the  people  in  Massachusetts. 
Those  afflicted  are  being  given  the  best  chance  to  prevent  their 
becoming  permanently  crippled,  and  an  economic  burden  to 
the  state. 

The  central  clinic  consists  of  an  orthopedic  surgeon,  a  di- 
rector of  treatments,  five  women  muscle  trainers,  two  women 
muscle  testers,  a  physician  to  give  electrical  treatment,  stenog- 
rapher, clinic  secretary,  and  executive  secretary.  This  force 
takes  care  of  twenty-five  to  thirty  children  a  morning.  The 
Avon  Home  in  Cambridge,  the  Militia  of  Mercy,  the  Special 
Aid  Society  for  American  Preparedness,  and  the  Boston  Red 
Cross  kindly  loan  automobiles  with  attendants  to  help  bring 
the  children  regularly  to  the  clinic  for  treatment  three  times 
a  week.

This  work  was  supported  up  to  July,  191 7,  in  part  by  the 
state,  and  in  part  by  public  subscriptions.  Since  July  it  has 
been  entirely  dependent  on  the  latter.     The  Children's  Hos- 
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pital  has  provided  office  room,  telephone  service,  and  a  cHnic 
floor  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission.  All  other  running 
expenses  have  been  paid  from  the  Commission's  treasury. 

The  expenditure  at  present  is  ^2,000  a  month  and  there  is 
enough  money  left  in  the  Commission's  treasury  now  to  con- 
tinue the  work  only  for  a  few  more  months.  $18,000  is  re- 
quired to  support  it  through  191 8.  The  improvement  in  the 
children  who  have  received  faithful  treatment  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commission's  trained  women  is  most  encouraging, 
and  promises  well  for  the  future  if  the  work  can  be  continued. 
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Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics 

THE  director  of  Physical  Therapeutics  also  directs  the 
treatments  in  the  state  clinic,  and  the  close  connection 
thus  obtained  between  the  orthopedic  wards  and  the  infantile 
paralysis  clinic  is  of  great  value.  All  ward  cases  receive  a 
spring  balance  muscle  test  in  the  clinic  as  part  of  their  routine 
physical  examination.  At  present  particular  attention  is  being 
paid  to  the  following-up  of  post-operative  cases;  all  those  living 
near  enough  are  given  careful  muscle  training  at  the  clinic,  as 
soon  as  the  operating  surgeon  deems  advisable.  It  is  hoped 
to  obtain  some  interesting  results  from  this  work  particularly 
in  the  case  of  muscle  transplantations. 

The  demand  for  women  trained  in  the  after-care  of  infantile 
paralysis  is  so  great  that  in  the  spring  of  1917  the  Hospital  gave 
three  courses  for  properly  qualified  women.  The  former  direc- 
tor of  physical  therapeutics  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
success  of  these  courses,  and  did  much  of  the  teaching.  In- 
struction in  massage  and  muscle  training  was  also  given  to 
nurses  in  the  training  school. 

The  services  of  this  department  are  available  for  treatment 
of  cases  in  all  the  wards,  and  during  the  past  year  treatments 
have  been  given  as  follows:

The  department  has  been  unfortunate  in  the  loss  of  Miss 
Miriam  T.  Sweeny  who  has  been  with  the  Hospital  for  eight 
years  as  director  of  the  scoliosis  clinic,  and  director  of  this 
department  since  its  establishment. 
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Neurolog-ical  Department 

THE  work  of  the  Neurological  Department  has  been  carried 
on  during  the  past  year  with  no  great  changes  in  method. 
Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Managers'  assuming  the  responsibihty 
for  the  support  of  our  clinic  for  the  treatment  of  paralytic  cases 
this  has  been  continued  with  such  an  increase  that  the  separa- 
tion of  the  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  into  a  separate  clinic 
has  not  influenced  our  numbers  to  any  appreciable  extent.  The 
director  of  this  work  for  several  years,  Miss  Reynolds,  has 
been  able  to  continue  the  direction  of  the  clinic,  for  which  we 
are  very  grateful,  as  we  appreciate  her  sacrifices  in  doing  so 
much  for  our  clinic.  In  fact,  without  this  special-treatment 
clinic  it  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  oflPer  any  such  variety 
of  cases  to  our  students  as  we  have  always  been  able  to  do. 

The  teaching  has  continued  as  usual  throughout  the  year, 
though  the  departure  of  some  of  the  staff  for  medical  work 
in  the  United  States  Army,  which  is  expected  very  soon,  will 
probably  make  it  necessary  to  curtail  the  teaching  carried  on 
in  the  department  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  richness  and 
variety  of  our  clinical  material  has  been  remarked  upon  fre- 
quently by  physicians  taking  courses,  and  visitors,  and  this 
makes  us  hope  that  the  curtailing  of  the  teaching  in  the  clinic 
may  be  only  during  the  duration  of  the  war. 

The  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  have  been  few,  the 
termination  of  his  connection  with  the  hospital  of  one  volun- 
tary assistant  being  the  only  difference.  Other  volunteer 
assistants  by  their  assuming  some  of  the  burdens  of  a  large 
clinic  have  greatly  lightened  the  work  of  the  staff,  and  helped 
in  the  proper  care  of  the  cases  coming  for  treatment.

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Special  Clinic  for  Paralytic  Cases 

THE  interest  in  the  clinic  increases  steadily  and  it  is  a  great 
satisfaction  to  have  the  cooperation  of  other  departments 
and  outside  physicians.  The  operators  are  doing  excellent 
work  and  deserve  appreciation  for  their  devotion.  The  assist- 
ant, Miss  Trainor,  has  added  care  and  responsibility  owing  to 
the  absence  of  the  director. 

The  obstetrical  paralysis  cases  have  been  many.  The  opera- 
tion for  contractions  and  deformities  in  the  older  children 
gives  increasingly  better  results.  The  operation  for  the  re- 
pair of  nerves  has  been  performed  oftener  and  we  feel  sure 
that  this  operation  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible.  It  is 
our  hope  that  the  public  and  the  physicians  will  help  us  with 
both  of  these  types  of  cases  by  sending  them  to  us  as  soon  as 
possible,  especially  those  for  the  repair  of  nerves.  These  cases 
lose  by  delay,  as  the  nerves  degenerate. 

The  cerebral  spastics  have  done  well  and  give  great  oppor- 
tunity for  ingenuity  and  persistence  on  the  part  of  the  operator. 
The  coordinatory  exercises  are  of  great  value  and  there  is 
usually  improvement  in  the  mentality  as  well  as  in  the  extrem- 
ities due  to  the  concentration  demanded  by  these  exercises. 
We  were  fortunate  in  getting  apparatus  of  all  kinds,  through 
Dr.  Fernald  at  Waverley,  especially  adapted  to  this  work,  and 
it  has  been  of  great  help  to  us  and  the  cases  have  responded 
well  to  the  treatment. 

We  have  also  had  many  cases  of  Tics,  in  which  the  coordi- 
natory exercises  and  re-education  have  given  very  good  results.

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Throat  Department 

THE  bulk  of  the  work  of  the  Throat  Department  during  the 
past  year,  as  in  previous  years,  has  been  related  to  cases 
in  which  the  question  of  operation  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  is 
brought  up  for  decision  and  in  which  the  operations  are  done 
if  necessary. 

In  addition  to  these,  which  form  the  largest  part  of  our  work, 
there  is  a  much  smaller  group  which  we  take  care  of  in  the 
Throat  Ward  whose  treatment  requires  a  longer  stay  in  the 
Hospital.  This  group  includes  cases  of  stenosis  of  the  larynx, 
stenosis  of  the  esophagus,  tumors  and  chronic  inflammatory 
lesions  in  the  region  of  the  nose  and  throat. 

The  use  of  the  Throat  Ward  has  enabled  us  to  carry  out  long- 
continued  treatment,  which  is  especially  needed  in  the  cases  of 
stenosis  above  referred  to.  With  very  few  exceptions,  the 
results  of  the  method  of  dilating  these  strictures  under  direct 
vision  with  an  esophagoscope  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  necessity  for  careful  observation  of  patients  after  tonsil 
and  adenoid  operations  is  made  evident  by  the  occasional  oc- 
currence of  more  or  less  severe  delayed  primary  or  secondary 
hemorrhage,  and  the  rule  of  the  department  is  therefore  fixed 
that  no  cases  in  which  tonsils  have  been  removed  shall  be 
allowed  to  leave  until  the  day  after  operation.

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Gynecological  Department 

DURING  the  year  42  cases  were  treated  at  the  Gyneco- 
logical Out-Patient  Department.  Of  this  number  16 
cases,  or  38  per  cent,  were  diagnosed  as  gonorrheal  vaginitis. 

At  present  there  are  no  beds  available  in  the  hospital  for 
the  reception  and  intensive  treatment  of  these  cases.  They 
are  seen  at  the  bi-weekly  out-patient  clinic  where  the  diagno- 
sis is  made  and  treatment  given.  This  treatment  is  continued 
in  the  homes  by  the  mother,  who  is  instructed  at  the  clinic,  or 
by  the  district  nurse  in  case  the  mother  is  not  able  to  carry 
out  the  treatment.  All  the  cases  are  followed  up  for  at  least 
a  year. 

An  interesting  group  of  cases  of  vaginitis,  not  gonorrheal, 
is  now  being  studied  bacteriologically  by  Dr.  Cleaveland  Floyd 
in  the  hope  of  identifying  the  groups  of  other  bacteria  which 
may  cause  vaginitis  in  children. 

Through  the  Social  Service  we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  follow- 
up  every  case  in  its  home  with  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  source  of  infection  and  preventing  its  spread  to  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family. 


Laboratory  Departments 

So  far  as  Doctors  Cannon,  Folin,  and  Reid  Hunt  are  con- 
cerned, there  is  nothing  to  report.  Dr.  Cannon  is  abroad, 
and  nothing  has  occurred  to  enlist  the  services  of  either  Dr. 
Folin  or  Dr.  Hunt. 

The  summary  of  pathological  work  is  as  follows:  29  autop- 
sies have  been  performed  and  179  surgical  specimens  examined 
during  the  year  1917  by  Dr.  Wolbach. 

In  the  bacteriological  work,  there  have  been  173  specimens 
of  pus,  75  smears,  100  swabs,  86  cultures,  29  bloods,  and  5 
urines,  making  a  total  of  467  examinations. 

Dr.  Cleaveland  Floyd,  with  various  assistants,  has  been 
carrying  out  studies  on  the  bacteriology  of  chorea,  and  has 
taken  up  work  on  the  flora  of  the  nasopharynx  in  normal  chil- 
dren, together  with  a  study  of  the  bacterial  flora  of  vaginitis  in 
children. 
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Dental  Department 

THE  work  of  this  Department  during  the  past  year  clearly 
proves  the  importance  and  value  of  a  routine  examina- 
tion of  the  teeth  and  their  bearing  on  the  child's  general  health. 

Our  aim  at  present  is  to  take  care  of  the  mouths  of  all  house 
patients  who  have  glandular  or  other  disease  resulting  from, 
or  influenced  by,  the  teeth.  This  work  includes  the  extrac- 
tion, treatment,  filling,  and  prophylaxis  of  the  teeth,  treatment 
of  alveolar  abscesses,  stomatitis,  necrosis,  osteomyelitis  and 
fracture  of  the  maxillary  bones. 

The  Department  is  now  completely  equipped,  and  every  type 
of  dental  or  oral  surgical  case  can  be  adequately  cared  for. 
As  yet  no  provision  has  been  made  for  cases  referred  from  the 
out-patient  departments,  but  later  these  will  very  probably 
be  taken  care  of.

Roentgen  Department 

THIS  laboratory  has  been  handicapped  during  the  past 
year,  first  through  the  absence  of  Major  Percy  Brown, 
who  is  abroad,  and  second  because  of  the  scarcity  and  increased 
cost  of  X-ray  and  photographic  material.  Under  these  try- 
ing conditions  we  are  glad  to  report  that  we  have  practically 
covered  expenses  for  the  year. 

We  have  examined  roentgenologically  1,132  new  cases  and 
954  old  cases,  with  a  total  of  3,842  plates  taken.  *  In  addition 
we  have  taken  1,469  photographs  and  have  made  several 
hundred  lantern  slides. 

i  he  lack  of  special  provision  for  a  collection  of  lantern 
slides  has  been  keenly  felt  during  the  past  fall  and  winter,  be- 
cause of  the  use  to  which  it  might  be  put  in  teaching  Military 
Orthopedics  as  well  as  for  general  teaching  purposes.  We  have 
material  for  an  unparalleled  collection.  We  feel  the  need 
particularly  of  a  proper  cabinet,  with  filing  facilities  and  card 
index,  so  that  the  slides  may  be  available  at  any  time. 
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Charitable  Surgical  Appliance  Shop 

I'^^HE  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity.  The  hours 
of  work  and  the  number  of  appHances  made  considerably 
exceed  last  year,  which  in  turn  exceeded  the  preceding  year. 
This  is  largely  due  to  the  call  for  orthopedic  appliances  for 
the  victims  of  the  great  1916  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis. 

Nevertheless,  this  larger  volume  of  work  has  not  netted 
larger  profit  for  the  following  reasons:  The  scale  of  prices 
to  patients  has  not  appreciably  advanced;  the  cost  of  metals, 
leather,  and  fittings  has  risen,  likewise  wages,  and  we  now  em- 
ploy one  more  mechanic;  furthermore,  the  shop  has  been  forced 
frequently  to  run  overtime  with  correspondingly  increased 
labor  charges,  in  order  to  get  through  the  work. 

The  numbers  of  institutions  and  of  doctors  who  order  ap- 
pliances from  the  shop  remains  the  same.  Roughly  speaking, 
the  orders  from  hospitals  equals  those  from  the  offices  of 
physicians. 

The  shop  employs  six  skilled  mechanics,  two  apprentices,  an 
office  boy,  and  a  bookkeeper. 

There  are  many  special  appliances  required  for  orthopedic 
and  other  purposes  which  are  usually  obtained  with  some  diffi- 
culty by  doctors  from  the  surgical  appliance  stores  in  Boston 
and  elsewhere.  These,  we  believe,  the  shop  could  produce  on 
order  satisfactorily  and  at  less  cost. 
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Social  Service  Department 

THE  Social  Service  Department  is  in  the  process  of  reorgan- 
ization under  the  direction  of  Miss  Knowlton.  Miss 
Tessier,  who  for  seven  years  had  been  in  charge,  resigned  to 
take  another  position  in  the  hospital.  A  committee,  repre- 
sentative of  the  various  interests  of  the  hospital,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  assist  in  extending  the  work. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  head  worker,  a  stenographer  since 
October  15,  a  special  worker  in  the  Orthopedic  Department 
since  November  15,  and  a  pupil  nurse  from  the  Training  School. 

During  the  year  191 7,  876  children  have  been  sent  to  the 
Social  Service  Department  for  some  kind  of  care,  and  2,118 
visits  have  been  made  to  their  homes  or  to  relatives  or  social 
agencies  in  their  behalf. 

The  large  number  of  cases  handled  by  so  small  a  force  of 
workers  indicates  that  the  greater  proportion  of  them  have 
been  what  we  might  term  short-service  cases.  In  this  group 
we  include  such  work  as  referring  patients  to  District  or  Child 
Welfare  Nurses;  making  arrangements  for  medical  care  which 
cannot  be  given  at  the  Children's  Hospital;  persuading  parents 
to  allow  operations  or  other  treatments;  securing  volunteer 
automobile  service  for  crippled  children;  making  arrangements 
for  vacations  or  convalescent  care,  reporting  back  to  social 
agencies  on  patients  whom  they  have  sent  in,  etc.  The  more 
mtensive  work  has  been  done  for  children  suffering  from  heart 
disease,  bone  tuberculosis,  syphilis  or  rickets,  where  careful 
and  persistent  instruction  and  encouragement  of  parents  are 
necessary  and  many  readjustments  in  home  conditions  must 
be  made. 

In  the  total  number  of  280  cases  referred  during  the  four 
months,  200  were  short  service  and  80  intensive. 

Ihe  following  are  examples  of  what  Social  Service  can  do  in 
given  instances  of  medical  social  needs. 

Harry,  12  years  old,  treated  in  the  Out-Patlent  and  wards  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  for  five  years  for  tuberculosis  of  the  spine,  was  referred 
to  Social  Service  to  have  his  home  treatment  supervised,  as  he  was  not 
doing  well.  A  visit  revealed  the  fact  that  the  mother  had  been  dead 
for  three  years,  a  16-year  old  sister  had  tried  to  care  for  the  four  younger 
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children,  inckicling  the  patient.  They  had  become  unruly  under  her 
inexperienced  hand,  she  had  become  discouraged  with  so  much  respon- 
sibility and  no  good  times  or  pretty  clothes  and  had  gone  to  work,  leav- 
ing a  sister  of  13  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  younger  children  be- 
tween times  of  going  to  school.  The  children  were  physically  neglected 
and  receiving  no  home  training. 

Our  patient  at  12  years  had  not  been  able  to  go  to  school  since  he 
was  in  the  second  grade.  We  were  able  to  transfer  him  to  the 
Hospital  School  at  Canton  for  medical  care  and  education.  Through 
efforts  of  a  children's  agency,  relatives  came  forward  to  take  the 
younger  children  into  their  homes. 

Dominic,  three  and  a  half  years  old  —  diagnosis  rickets  and  chronic  in- 
testinal indigestion  —  was  referred  for  supervision  of  diet  and  hygiene. 
He  has  been  on  the  Floating  Hospital  two  summers,  twice  admitted 
to  the  Children's  Hospital,  once  to  the  South  Department.  He  would 
eat  nothing  that  was  good  for  him  and  tyrannized  over  his  mother.  The 
family  moved  to  a  light,  sunny,  top-floor  tenement.  The  social  worker 
gave  the  mother  a  detailed  menu,  helped  her  with  the  cooking  and 
buying  and  not  least  in  administering  of  the  food.  The  child  has  gained 
two  and  three  quarters  pounds  in  weight  and  was  beginning  to  stand 
alone  at  the  last  visit  to  the  clinic.  The  close  supervision  of  this  case 
has  extended  over  three  months. 

Margaret,  with  a  second  attack  of  chorea,  could  not  be  admitted  to  the 
House  because  there  were  no  beds  available.  Referred  to  Social  Ser- 
vice to  see  that  she  got  rest  in  bed  at  home.  At  home  there  were  only 
two  rooms  heated  during  the  severe  December  weather,  five  younger 
children  were  in  the  kitchen,  school  being  closed.  The  only  bedroom 
for  Margaret  opened  from  the  kitchen,  and  had  no  door.  Obviously 
she  could  not  be  cared  for  at  home,  so  admission  to  the  Brookline  Heart 
Hospital  was  secured,  and  her  care  will  be  supervised  when  she  is  dis- 
charged that  she  may  not  have  a  recurrence  of  the  trouble. 

In  November  a  special  worker  was  assigned  to  the  Ortho- 
pedic Department  to  devote  all  of  her  time  to  orthopedic  cases, 
on  account  of  the  chronicity  of  the  cases  in  this  department, 
together  with  the  many  difficulties  in  handling  them  satisfac- 
torily at  home.  The  worker  has  her  desk  in  the  clinic  waiting 
room  and  interviews  all  the  new  patients,  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  the  visiting  physician  anything  in  the  social  situa- 
tion which  may  affect  the  plan  of  treatment.  She  then  en- 
deavors to  make  whatever  readjustments  or  plans  that  are 
needed  for  the  satisfactory  carrying  out  of  the  physicians' 
advice. 

The  heart  class  for  girls,  which  has  been  carried  on  for  the 
past  three  years,  is  about  to  be  transformed  into  a  Camp  Fire 
group.  There  are  sixteen  girls  in  the  class,  and  they  meet 
every  week  at  the  hospital  to  learn  quiet  occupations  such  as 
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knitting,  embroidery,  and  games,  along  with  health  instruc- 
tion, particularly  adapted  to  their  needs.  This  year  we  found 
that  most  of  the  girls  were  above  our  age  limit  and  that  they 
had  rather  outgrown  the  kind  of  class  work  which  they  have 
been  having.  Such  a  fine  club  spirit  has  been  developed  by 
their  association  together  that  we  feel  most  anxious  to  carry 
it  further.  The  Camp  Fire  work  is  so  practical  and  adaptable 
to  their  needs  both  as  to  health  and  social  relationship  that  we 
hope  to  organize  a  permanent  group,  into  which  the  younger 
girls  of  a  new  heart  class  may  graduate  at  twelve  years. 

A  most  important  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 
Hitherto,  a  pupil  nurse  from  the  Training  School  was  as- 
signed to  do  nursing  care  at  home,  in  cases  where  actual  nursing 
was  the  thing  needed  by  the  patient.  This  plan  for  nursing 
care  had  many  disadvantages  and  has  now  been  dropped.  All 
nursing  cases  formerly  carried  by  the  Children's  Hospital 
nurse  have  been  turned  over  to  local  visiting  nurses,  except 
a  few  especially  difficult  orthopedic  cases  which  require  a 
rather  special  training  in  the  handling  of  children  on  frames, 
in  apparatus,  etc.  The  Social  Service  reports  the  doctor's 
directions  to  the  nurse,  informing  them  of  any  changes  made 
as  the  patient  returns  to  the  clinic. 

The  pupil  nurse  now  comes  to  the  Social  Service  Department 
for  a  three  months'  period  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  in  that 
time  of  the  fundamentals  and  technique  of  social  work,  health 
work,  community  resources  for  recreation,  relief  correctional 
work,  child  placing,  special  education,  family  upbuilding,  in  the 
belief  that  this  will  prove  of  great  value  if  she  goes  into  any  of 
the  branches  of  nursing  which  require  insight  into  the  social 
aspects  of  treating  or  supervising  disease. 

The  Boston  School  for  Social  Workers  has  asked  the  Social 
Service  Department  to  take  one  of  the  second-year  graduate 
students,  specializing  in  Medical  Social  Service,  for  a  part 
of  her  training  experience  in  medical  work,  during  the  second 
semester.  This  is  the  first  time  this  hospital  has  been  asked 
to  assist  in  this  important  educational  work.

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School  of  Nursing- 

THE  School  of  Nursing  in  completing  its  twenty-sixth  year 
shows  activity  and  improvement  in  all  of  the  branches 
of  an  extensive  and  growing  educational  organization. 

In  every  way  the  school  has  maintained  the  highest  pos'sible 
standard,  keeping  pace  with  all  advancements  in  theory  and 
practice;  thus  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  state  and  na- 
tional nursing  organizations  and  being  eligible  for  registration 
with  the  board  of  Regents  in  New  York. 

The  world-wide  disruption  and  the  entrance  of  our  own  coun- 
try into  the  war  necessarily  produced  a  marked  reaction  on 
the  school.  This  reaction  was  evidenced  by  the  demands  on 
the  school  to  strengthen  the  curriculum;  by  the  increased  de- 
mands made  on  the  Staff  for  graduate  nurses  to  do  their  part 
in  the  nursing  service  under  the  Red  Cross;  and  by  the  need 
of  the  immediate  realization  and  cooperation  of  all  graduate 
and  pupil  nurses  in  the  school  to  cover  the  diminution  in  their 
numbers.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  feel  that  the  response  to 
these  war  needs  has  been  willing  and  genuine. 

The  past  year  has  shown  also  a  very  definite  increase  in 
the  number  who  have  applied  for  entrance  into  the  school. 
Thirty-eight  pupils  have  been  admitted  to  the  school,  twenty- 
two  of  whom  have  been  accepted,  and  ten  are  still  probationers. 
There  have  been  twenty-five  applications  for  post-graduate 
work  and  sixteen  for  attendant  work.  No  regularly  organized 
course  has  been  arranged  for  post-graduates,  but  those  who 
are  professionally  eligible  may  have  the  opportunity  of  work- 
ing in  the  wards  of  the  hospital  for  four  months,  thereby  gain- 
ing practical  experience  in  the  nursing  care  of  children.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  they  may  attend  all  lectures  and  clinics  included 
in  the  regular  course.  Some  experience  in  out-patient  work 
is  also  given.  For  the  time  spent  in  the  hospital  a  certificate 
is  given. 

The  enrollment  in  the  school  at  the  present  time  is  sixty- 
five  pupil  nurses,  ten  probationers,  three  affiliated  pupils  from 
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the   Peter   Bent   Brigham   Hospital   and   two   attendants.     In 
May,  191 7,  thirteen  pupils  were  graduated  from  the  school. 

The  school  offers  a  course  of  three  years  with  an  additional 
four  months  at  Simmons  College  to  graduates  of  recognized 
high  schools  or  to  those  persons  having  an  education  equiva- 
lent to  four  years  at  high  school.  The  preliminary  course 
covers  a  period  of  six  months,  two  months'  probation  and  four 
months  at  Simmons  College.  Examinations  on  the  work  in 
both  of  these  courses  must  be  satisfactorily  passed  before  the 
pupil  is  accepted  into  the  school. 

The  course  at  Simmons  College  continues  to  be  most  valu- 
able, permitting  of  concentration  of  time,  energy,  and  idea 
during  the  four  months  given  to  it.  The  subjects  embraced 
are  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Sanitary  Science, 
Bacteriology,  Cooking  and  Dietetics. 

During  the  following  two  years  experience  and  training  are 
given  in  Medical,  Surgical,  and  Orthopedic  Nursing;  Nos* 
and  Throat  work,  Operating  Room  assistance,  and  in  the 
Social  Service  Department.  A  knowledge  of  adult  work  is 
obtained  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  where  the 
pupil  spends  four  months  during  the  third  year.  Obstetrical 
training  for  three  months  is  given  at  the  Manhattan  Maternity 
Hospital  in  New  York  City.  Both  of  these  affiliations  have 
proven  very  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

The  following  elective  courses  are  also  open  to  the  pupils: 
four  months  at  the  Boston  Lying-in  Hospital;  two  months 
of  Public  Health  work  with  the  Instructive  District  Nursing 
Association;  and  instruction  and  experience  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  anesthetics. 

Instruction  in  Bacteriology  at  Simmons  College  is  supple- 
mented in  the  second  year  by  a  course  often  lectures  planned  by 
Dr.  Ernst,  and  given  by  him  and  his  assistants.  We  are  in- 
debted also  to  other  doctors  on  the  Staff  for  lectures  in  special 
subjects: 

Dr.  R.  W.  Lovett  and  Dr.  Robert  Scatter  on  Ortho- 
pedics. 

Dr.  John  Lovett  Morse  on  Contagious  Diseases  and  the 
Exanthemata. 

Dr.  James  S.  Stone  on  Surgery. 

Dr.  Edwin  Jack  on  the  Eye. 

Dr.  D.  Crosby  Greene  on  the  Nose  and  Throat. 
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This  past  year  an  affiliation  was  made  whereby  the  Seniors 
in  the  Home  Economic  Course  at  Simmons  College  received 
their  instruction  in  Home  Nursing  at  the  School  of  Nursing. 
A  course  covering  twelve  periods  of  two  hours  each  was  ar- 
ranged and  given  by  Miss  E.  E.  Sullivan,  Superintendent  of 
the  School,  assisted  by  Miss  K.  A.  Smith,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent. 

We  still  feel  that  our  reference  library  is  wholly  inadequate 
for  our  needs  and  we  strongly  hope  that  friends  of  the  school 
will  appreciate  the  necessity  of  modern  and  sufficient  equip- 
ment in  such  a  department. 

At  the  present  time  in  this  national  and  world  crisis  when 
every  woman  is  called  upon  to  take  her  part  in  the  struggle 
for  democracy  and  freedom  we  are  proud  to  feel  that  to  the 
nurse  has  fallen  the  honor  of  representing  women  in  general 
by  her  necessary  presence  in  the  field,  base  and  reconstruction 
Jiospitals,  and  we  are  doubly  proud  to  feel  that  twenty-nine 
of  our  graduates  are  now  in  Europe  in  the  nursing  service,  the 
majority  in  the  service  of  the  Red  Cross.  To  the  members  of 
the  Staff  we  owe  appreciation  of  their  interst  in  the  school  and 
medical  care  in  cases  of  illness.

1900,  and  has  a  membership  of  104  nurses,  of  whom  45 
are  now  in  service  abroad. 

During  the  past  year  the  Association  purchased  two  $50.00 
(fifty-dollar)  liberty  bonds  and  $50.00  (fifty  dollars')  worth  of 
wool  with  which  to  make  sweaters  and  socks  for  the  soldiers. 
We  have  enjoyed  during  the  winter  several  lectures,  mostly 
relating  to  the  war  and  experiences  in  Europe.

Wellesley  Hills 

THE  Managers  of  the  Convalescent  Home  of  the  Children's 
Hospital  present  to  the  public  their  Thirty-third  Annual 
Report.  The  Institution  which  was  originally  known  as  the 
Ladies'  Aid  Association  began  its  existence  forty-eight  years 
ago,  the  year  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Children's  Hospital, 
its  object  being  to  aid  the  new  hospital  by  providing  all  its  sup- 
plies of  bandages,  bed  and  table-linen,  and  clothing,  besides 
ready-made  articles,  such  as  blankets,  boots,  coats,  hats,  etc. 
The.  hospital  managers  and  staff  were  most  appreciative  of  this 
help,  but  it  soon  became  evident  that  their  work  could  not  be 
successfully  carried  on  without  some  place  v/here  the  patients 
could  be  sent  to  recuperate  before  being  returned  to  their  homes, 
which  were,  as  a  rule,  in  the  poorer  parts  of  the  city,  and  where 
only  inadequate  food  and  care  could  be  the  portion  of  the  deli- 
cate children  —  the  result  being  that  many  died  of  weakness  or 
were  soon  brought  back  to  the  hospital  in  a  chronic  state  of 
sickness  and  suffering.  The  ladies,  therefore,  decided  to  hire 
a  small  house  where  the  out-going  patients  could  be  received 
and  cared  for  until  well  enough  to  go  back  to  their  own  people. 
In  this  way  in  1874  the  first  Convalescent  Home  was  started 
in  a  small  house  in  Wellesley  Village.  One  of  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Margaret  was  appointed  superintendent,  with  one  or  two  trained 
nurses  and  a  small  staff  of  domestic  servants  to  help  her.  The 
first  house  was  soon  outgrown  and  a  larger  one  was  bought  on 
Wellesley  Avenue,  with  accommodations  for  fifteen  patients, 
and  in  1884  the  association  was  incorporated  under  its  present 
name  of  the  Convalescent  Home  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 
Again  ever-increasing  demands  made  a  larger  house  a  necessity, 
and  in  1892  a  large  brick  home  was  built  on  a  tract  of  land  of 
about  thirty  acres  on  Forest  Street,  Wellesley  Hills,  where  the 
present  building  now  is.  All  this  time  the  home,  from  motives 
of  economy,  was  kept  open  only  during  the  summer  months, 
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from  May  until  October.  In  1894,  however,  twenty  years  after 
the  first  home  was  started,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the 
doctors  and  surgeons,  it  was  kept  open  all  the  year  round,  and 
has  not  been  closed  since. 

In  January,  1903,  the  first  real  misfortune  occurred,  as  the 
building  was  burned  to  the  ground.  The  fire  happened  in  the 
daytime,  and  mercifully  not  one  of  the  helpless  children  was 
injured,  all  being  safely  carried  into  the  house  occupied  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  grounds.  The  managers  at  once  looked 
about  for  a  suitable  house  for  temporary  purposes  as  it  was 
decided  to  rebuild  as  soon  as  possible,  and  convenient  quarters 
were  procured  and  hired  on  Seaver  Street,  and  while  there,  the 
shack  system  which  has  since  been  so  much  used  was  inaugu- 
rated. In  the  meantime  the  managers  had  been  making  heroic 
efforts  to  raise  funds,  and  finally,  in  1905,  the  present  building 
was  completed  on  the  site  of  the  former  one,  with  accommoda- 
tions for  ninety  patients. 

The  beds  are  equally  divided  between  the  surgical  and  medi- 
cal cases,  and  a  nominal  charge  is  made  for  the  care  of  each 
patient,  but  no  chse  is  refused  if  the  parent  or  guardian  declares 
himself  unable  to  pay. 

In  accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws,  both  a 
treasurer  and  an  assistant-treasurer  were  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting,  but  the  treasurer,  Mr.  Roger  Amory,  having  become 
a  captain  in  the  United  States  Aviation  Corps,  was  obliged  to 
resign,  and  Mr.  Horatio  G.  Curtis  was  elected  to  fill  his  place. 
Our  new  manager  was  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  board, 
otherwise  few  changes  have  occurred  in  the  running  of  the 
home.  The  services  of  another  man  on  the  place  were  found 
imperative,  many  repairs  have  been  necessary,  and  a  new 
asphalt  floor  in  a  wash-room,  new  shingles  in  roofs  of  shacks,  and 
sixty  new  tubes  in  a  boiler  at  a  cost  of  ^675  were  other  expen- 
sive necessities. 

A  steady  rise  in  wages  in  all  departments  has  added  materi- 
ally to  the  annual  expenses,  and  it  was  only  after  long  and 
careful  deliberation  that  it  was  finally  decided  to  build  a  garage 
and  to  substitute  a  Ford  motor-ambulance  and  service-car  in 
place  of  the  rickety  barn  and  the  two  old  horses.  Notwith- 
standing the  expense  incidental  to  these  changes,  it  is  believed 
that  they  are  essential  to  the  efficient  handling  and  transport- 
ing of  the  patients,  and  the  numberless  daily  errands  insepara- 
ble from 'the  running  of  a   big  institution,   and   although  the 
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ambulance  has  not  yet  been  regularly  installed,  the  garage  has 
been  built,  and  great  hopes  are  entertained  for  the  future. 

Dentistry  has  been  added  to  the  surgical  and  medical  treat- 
ment of  the  children,  with  important  results. 

Miss  Davidson  continues  at  her  post  of  head  nurse  and  house- 
keeper, and  her  zeal  and  interest  are  unflagging.  The  new 
kindergarten  teacher  is  doing  excellent  work. 

In  June,  the  managers  notified  the  directors  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  that  they  would  be  unable  in  the  future  to 
provide  supplies  for  the  Nurses'  Home,  but  that  they  would 
continue  as  hitherto  to  provide  all  the  hospital  supplies. 

The  managers,  with  many  volunteer  helpers,  meet  once  a 
week  during  the  winter  to  cut  out  and  make  ready  the  thou- 
sands of  articles  which  are  given  out  annually  in  February 
to  charitable  institutions  and  to  private  individuals,  through 
whom  they  are  distributed  to  poor  women  to  be  made  up  for 
hospital  and  home  use. 

An  important  change  has  taken  place  in  the  management  of 
the  Children's  Hospital,  as  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret  who 
have  always  been  at  its  head,  exercising  also  a  general  super- 
vision of  the  Convalescent  Home,  have  resigned,  and  Miss  Ida 
C.  Smith,  for  many  years  in  charge  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  later  assistant  superintendent,  has  become  super- 
intendent. It  was  voted  that  the  secretary  write  to  Sister 
Caroline  and  express  the  deep  sense  of  regret  with  which  the 
managers  received  the  news  of  the  resignation  of  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Margaret  from  the  superintendence  of  hospital  and 
home,  also  expressing  the  profound  gratitude  of  the  managers 
and  their  appreciation  of  the  long  years  of  unremitting  care 
and  devotion  given  so  freely  and  without  thought  of  reward. 

Five  hundred  dollars  endows  a  Memorial,  and  donations  to 
the  Permanent  Fund  and  annual  subscriptions  are  earnestly 
solicited. 

The  need  of  help  has  never  been  greater  and  the  misery  which 
follows  in  the  wake  of  war  is  quick  to  reach  the  innocent.  Let 
us  not  forget  those  in  our  midst  at  the  same  time  that  we 
maintain  our  efl^ort  to  allLviate  the  sufFerini:  of  the  helpless  in 
foreign  lands.
